However, I am imploring you not to let a man’s life be forgotten as 
you negotiate with the Soviets. Please, President Reagan, ask for 
Mr. Wallenberg’s release and information as to his disappearance. 

You alone are the most visible representative of the United States, 
and your statements carry a tremendous amount of weight with other 
world leaders.

Thank you very much for your 
consideration of this mctter, and I look forward to the Summit meeting 
and its success in November.
